Fred- 
erick Wright, read at tUe Boston 
meeting of the American association 
The late Dr. James Hall early noted 
the significant fact that "the outlet of 



the chasm below Niagara falls is 
scarcely wider thau ( lsewhere Blcng 
its course." This is important evi 
deuce of the late date of its origin, 
aud it has been us"d in support of the 
estimates which have been made con 
ceruiug the length of time separating 
us from the glaeial period. A close 
examination made by Prof. Wright 
last summer greatly strengthens the 
force of the argument, since he fouud 
that the disintegrating forces tending 
to enlarge the outline aud give it a V 
ipe are more rapid than has been 
supposed. As a result of hisinvtstiaa 
tiou he concludes that a conservative 
estimate of the rate of disintegration 
for the seventy feet of Niagara shales 
supporting th9 N'ngara limestone 
would be one inch a year, with 
probable rate of two iuehes a year.
